NIHILISTS EXECUTED. 


The Trial of the Would-Be Assassins of the 
Czar. 


ST. PETERSBURG, May A. —It is officially an- 
nounced that Andrejushkin, Ossipanoff, Gen- 
eraloff, Shewyroff and Uljanoff were exe- 
cuted yesterday forthe part they took in the 
recent attempt on the life of the Ozar. During 
the trial of the conspirators by the Sen- 
ate, in the presence of representa- 
tives of the various governments, it transpired 
that Generaloff, who was a Don Oossack peas- 
ant; Andrejusbkin and Osstpauoff, citizens; 
Shewyroff, a merchant’s son and 
Uljanoff an official’s son, together with 
Gorkun, Plissudski and Lukshewitsch, noble- 
men; Kantscher, an official’s son; Volochoff, 
a citizen ; Pashkovski, an apothecary’s appren- 
tice; Novorussky, a psalm- reader's son and 
candidate forthe St. Petersburg Ecclesias- 
tical Academy; Annajani, a peasant and 
midwife, and Rebecca Sohmedeva, a midwife, 
belonged to a eriminal society formed to 
overthrow the Government and establish a 
commune by violent revolution. In 188 they 
formed a secret  cirole for terrorist 
action, and resolved in December to make 
an attempt to assassinate the Czar, for which 
purpose Generaloff, Andrejushkin and Os- 
sipanoff procured explosive bombs. On March 
18, in company with Kantscher, Gorkun and 
Volochoff, who undertook to inform the bomb- 
carriers by a signal when the Czar went by, they 
went to the Newsky * It was their in- 
tention to throw inissiles gar - 
riage as it passed te bat but the Oe ae trated 
their design. It was also learhed in the trial 
that a woman named Serdjukova Knew of the 
plot, having learned of it from one of the per- 
sons implicated, and could have given timely 
information to the authorities, but she failed 
in this duty.

Men 
of the Thurman type and members the 
old- time Democracy have been omitted by the 
President until they are in no mood to 
become his camp followers. In Michigan 
there are four ex-Democratic Congressmen 
Maybury of Detroit, Carleton of Port Huron, 
Comstock of Grand Rapids and Kidridge of 
Adrian, who charge their retirement to this 
Administration. It is said that Col. Dickinson 
has lost his grip on the State, and will not eb 
able to deliver the Wolverine delegaets 
to Cleveland. Indianais almost in open re- 
volt. Voorhees and McDonald are known to 
be unfriendly to Mr. Cleveland’s re- 
nomination, and the old friends 
of the late Vice-President Hendricks 
are in sympathy with thom.

FOREST ABLAZE,

SHEBOYGAN, Mich., May 21.— Farmers in this 
county are fighting forest fires to protect 
their lives and homes from being de- 
stroyed. Immense tracts of log timber are 
surrounded by fire and the drought has dried 
up all the creeks, so that mills can hardly be 


supplied with logs, and may have to shut 


down until the situation is more favor- 


able, In the vicinity of Hammonda’s Bay the 
roaring of the fire is terrible and everything is 
laid waste in its path. Unlege rain soon comes 
the loss to farmers and lumber in this section 
will be heavy. 

GREAT DAMAGE. 

The forest fires about here are doing much 
damage. Yesterday Sibley & Barreners lost 
1,500,000 feet of I gs on the Ramy and the fire 
is also in their standing timber. Rain is badly 
needed. The town is overshadowed with 
smoke, but no danger is feared. 


Alarming Reports. 


La Cross, Wis., May A. — Reports from the 
east fork of the Black River are quite alarming 
as to forest fires, which are spreading 
all across the county, burning stand- 


ing timber and everyshing & their 
serious individual damage has been done since 
the destruction of 8,000,000 feet of logs 
for Holaway. But at last accounts 
the flames were nearing pointe where great 
destruction would be inevitable. On the head 
of the Eust Fork the landings have not yet been 
broken, on account ofthe low streams, and 
the logs are at the mercy of the flames. 


Crystal Falis in Danger. 


DETROIT, Mich., May 21.-Specials to the 
Evening Journal from various points in the Up- 
per Peninsula say: Crystal Fails, a small min- 
ing town seven miles from Iron Mountain, is in 


fires. Iron Mountain, Quinnesic and Norway 
are out of danger, Along the Duluth, the lake 
shore and west of Marietta the fires are burned 
themseives out.

REV. DRS. FARRIS AND SMOOT ENTERTAIN 
THE PRESBYTERIAN GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


The Permanent Clerk Resents a Reflection 
on His Honor—A Scene Averted—Organic 
Union the Great Question — Expression 
From the Northern Church Assembly—A 
Missionary squabble Hushed Up—Assign- 
ment of Ministers for To-Morrow. 


The question of ‘‘organic union“ as the pro- 
posed amalgamation of the Northern and 
Southern branches of the Presbyterian 
Church is called is the ruling question in the 
General Assembly of the Southern Presby- 
terian Church now in session in this city, and 
also in the General Assembly of the 
Northern Church now in session at 
Omaha. This morning the question 
caused a lively spat inthe first-named assem- 
bly. The minutes of the first day’s session 
(Thuraday) showed that a resolution had been 
passed establishing a special commit- 
tee, to whom was to be referred all 
papers touching closer relations de- 
tween the two branches. Dr. 8. K. 


Smoot of Central Texas, who offered the reso- 
lution, arose to a question of privilege after 
the reading of yesterday’s minutes, and 
said that last night when the special 
committee attempted to get to work it 
was found that the resolution as printed tn 
the minutes was not the resolution as passed. 
Originally, the words ‘‘organic union, oo- 
operative union or other relation, were con- 
tained instead of the words closer relations. 
The mistake, he said, was probably made by 
the printer, He propored a reconsideration 
of the minutes in order that the correction 
might be made. 
AN BXCITING SCENE. 

Commissioners who did not understand fully 
the effectof the reconsideration arose for in- 
formation or to oppose it, Dr. Otts got the 
floor, and explained that when the resolution 
was first offered it provided for the reference 
to this special committee of papers 
on ‘‘organic union’’ only, but he (Dr. Otts) had 
amended itadding oo- operative union or other 
closer relation, and Dr. Smoot had accepted 
the amendment. Some other brother had sug- 
gestedto amend by striking out ‘‘organic 
union,’’ and Dr. Otts had agreed to 
that, but he did not think that 
Dr. Smoot had agreed. The latter interrupt- 
ed the speaker to say that he had not accepted 
such amendment. e had carefully watched 
the resolution with a view to protecting that 
phrase “organic union! and he would not have 
consented to its elimination. Dr. Otts 
claimed the floor, but at this pointthe Perma- 
nent Clerk Rev. R. P. Farris of the St. Louis 
Presbyterian, arose. Mr. Moderator,“ 
he said, in a voice that indi- 
cated considerable agitation and which 
immediately attracted the attention of every 
person in the church. I wish to speak of 
this matter, as it is of great importance to 
me.’’ He was white and trembling with an- 

er. Dr. Smoot, he said, has deen 

ind enough to lay the blame of the 
error he speaks of on the printer. The reso- 
lution could not have been changed, as he 
says it was, by the printer. It any 
change has been made it was was 
by the permanent clerk, and I am above 
the commission of such acrime or c.arging it 
on a gentleman. Moderator, pardon my 
earnestness, but my honor has been attacked, 
and I cannot rest under an accusation of 
having tampered with the records of this 
body.’ 

There was a thrill of expectancy in the au- 
dience when he sat down, but Dr. Otts claimed 
the floor, and continued his explanation of his 
amendments to the original resolution. He 
occupied as much time as possible in order 
to allow the breeze to blow over; but when he 
finished Dr. Smoot took the floor. The Mod 
erator made a slight protest but the doctor 
without noticing it went on. He said: ‘‘Il want 
the assembly to understand that in my 
remarks calling its attention to the mistake in 
the minutes I did not blame ary one for it. 
Our clerks are not infallible. Every day our 
minutes are corrected. We know that as the 
resolution the minutes it 
ig not ~ passed and 1 
merely wished to have the correction made, I 
will not be drawnintoa scene altbough a er- 
tain person seems to wish it. I 
will not be duped. I do not see why 
any one should have such a remarkable idea of 
his own correctness that when it is suggested 
a mistake has been made in his work he should 
fly to pieces and bite himseif like a snake.’’ 

THE LAST SENTENCE 
was delivered with considerable forces, and as 
it had a personal application, there were cries 
of On! u! from all over the house. The 
Moderator, Dr. Strickler, said: ‘‘These re- 
marks are personal and not germain to the 
subject in hand. They will be discontinued.’’ 

Dr. Farris was whiter than before and glared 
at Dr. Smoot during the latter part of his 
speech. The speaker had grown colorless ana 
warm, too, but when the Moderator interrupt- 
ed him he retired without saying more. The 
reconsideration asked for was passed and the 
change was made. The special committee 
then retired. 

Dr. Smoot was asked by a reporter the 
probability of aplan oforganic union being 
adopted. 1 do not think that any plan 
will be adopted either for organic union with 
the Northern Church nor for any oloser re- 
lations with it,’’ he said. ‘‘The sentiment of 
this assembly is against anything of the sort. 

Dr. Palmer presented a partial report from 
the Standing Committee on Foreign Missions 
on the communication received yesterday 
from Rey. Drs. Lefevre, Bullock, Flournoy 
and Elder Anderson, members of the Execu- 
tive Committee on Foreign Missions, asking that 
their resignations be received. Dr. Palmer 
said the committee had examined into the 
matter, and had learned that there had been a 
serious difficulty between the members of the 
Executive Committee, and to promote har- 
. the gentiemen named had decided to re- 
tire.

The city bas expended 
hundreds of thousands of dollars in the- 
purchase and improvement of a park, 
unexoelled for natural auty, but in- 
accessible by those for whom it was intended, 
and whose mouey has paid for it, except by 
horse line, requiring nearly one hour for tran- 
sit. At present Forest Park is practically un- 
available, except to those who keep carriages 
or other conveyances. 

Owners of property lying between Sarah 
street and Unioh avenue, whose holdings 
aggregate over one hundred and fifty acres, 
have urged us to make this extension, | 
and some of them have made us a 
written proposition to pay us a bonus of $3 
to $4 per front foot to induce us to do 80, and 
they have also used the argument 
thas such an extension would please 
the public and make our road 
popular, as it would be accepted as evidence 
that its non-resident owners were pene a ey 
and anxioustocontribute to the welfare an 
growth ofthe city. While it was patent that such 
a road could be operated only ata loss for 
several years to come, it was thought that 
such an extension would be & popular meas- 
ure, would hel us u publio 
estimation, and ultimately be profltable. 
It was therefore decided to apply. for 
the franchise end to expend ai least 
— —— =e N ae. which ceuld 
no 08s pay for years to come, pro- 
vided we wore relieved hom the obligation to 
build by our present route to Taylor avenue 
thrée and a years hence. Our 
present franchise requires us to build 
over and alon the right of way 
of the Narrow Gauge road during 180. 
This would result iu our having both a steam 
anda cable road on the same route, which 
would be of no advantage either 
to our company or to ths pub- 
lic. Those who oppo the proposed 
franchise seem to suppose that the construc- 
tion of a oable road on our present 
route, involves and necessitates the aban - 
donment of our steam road. Such is not 
the case. There is no provision 
in the ordinance that the steam road shall be 
abandoned, nor willit be. A cable road can 
be constructed and operated in con- 
forniity with the franchise without 
in the least interfering with the 
steam road, and this will be done if the public 
and the Municipal Assembly decide that tliey 
do not wish us to canstruct a Cable 
road to Forest Park. Should such be 
the decision, we will accept it 
without serious regret. If forty or fifty prop- 
erty-owners who oppose the ordinance have 
more influence than the 600,000 people who 
want cheap and quick transit to Forest 
Park, and than the owners of 3 wortn 
of property between oyle avenue 
and Union avenue, we will abandon 
the effort to obtain franchise, 
and will cheerfully abide by the 
decision of the people as expressed by the 
Municipal Assembly and oY the press. 
The whole matter may be bDriefly stated 
thus: We would rather build an unprofit- 
able road now, which would de an 
accommodation to the publicand a benefit to 
West End property-owners than to build an 
— and unnecessary road three 
an a half years henoe, whign 
would be of no advantage to aur 
patrons and a loss to ug, forthe reason that it 
would be a cable road over and along a steam 
road in full operation, aud affording all needed 
facilities. 

To those who oppose the extension of the 
Cable Road, and wh ai in the neighborhood 
of ite present t inus, I would sug- 
gest that it lie note usually con- 
sidered an advantage to have such a ter- 
minus close to their doors, and that the dis- 
advantage, if such it be, is not likely 
to diminish, but to increase with the 
traffic of the road. With tue ter- 
minus removed to Forest Park, their prop- 
erty may become more valuable, while other- 
wise the neighbornood may ultimately be de- 
sirable only for machine shops, round houses 
and other kindred uses. 

We cannot accept the opinion of fifty or one 
hundred individuals as to the wish of the 600,- 
000 people of St. Louis, but if the latter 
say through the press and through their 
representutives that they prefer to go to Forest 
Park by horse-car rather than by cable, we 
will accept the verdict, and that without any 
deep regret. 

In regard tothe charge that we wish to avoid 
payment of the sum, which our franchise pro- 
vides we shall pay the eity, the suggestion is 
absurd, but to set it at reat, we invite a pro- 
vision in the new ordinance, if passed, ex- 
pressly providing agalust any such result.

THE REVOLVER WHICH KILLED MURDOCH 
RECOGNIZED AS AMSDEN’S, 


Sergt. McNamee Returns From Southeast 
Missouri With Some Strong Evidence 
Against the Prisoner Amsden, Alias Os- 
borne~Amsden’s Bad Character in His 
Former Home-—-A New Witness, 


There were some new and interesting de- | 
velopmehts to-day in the case of John Mur- 
doch, murdered on the bank of the river two 
days ago, and Louis Amsden, alias Osborne, 
who, with his wife, is held for the murder. 
Sergt. McNamee, who made a trip down the 
Iron Mountain Road to learn some informa- 
tion concerning Amsden,or Osborne,and Mur- 
doch, and, if possible, to have the 
revolver with which the latter was 
killed identified, has returned. He 
brings back more circumstantial evidence 
against the prisoner, and while he has not 
been able to have the weapon positively iden- 
tified, he has fixed the fact that Amsden 
bad a revolver and that it was similar 
to the one found near the tent of the 


murdered man. The prisoner has claimed all 
along that he had no revolver. Murdocb, the 
sergeant learned, had been living in and about 
the town of Festus, or Tanglefoot, as it was 
formerly known, years, 
and aS known 
able, harmless 
1885, or thereabouts, Amsden came there, go- 
ing to work for Judge Madison, at his place 
about three miles due south of the town. He 
had a wife named Maggie, and about a year 
ago she took ill and died. During her sickness 
Murdoch visited Amsden and heiped him 
all he could and did all in his 
power for the couple. In appreciation of his 
services, Amsdentold him he could have a 
home with him as long as he lived. They be- 
came fast frionds, but the old man seemed to 
be entirely under the control and in- 
fluence of the younger man. On the 
night of Deeember 21 Amsden, who had 
since married his present wife, quietly took 
his departure from the place, leaving a num 
ber of creditors to mourn his absence. He 
beat Judge Madison out of something like $100 
hfe ay Bros. out of about „ u Man name 
Medley out of $40 and M. C. Cunningham, gtep- 
father of his present wife, out of $21. 

HIS REPUTATION. 

Amsden had a very bad reputation down 
there, and wag re edasadangerous man. 
His wife claimed that she was an orphan, both 
her parents being dead. It was learned, bow- 
ever, that her mother is still living, and that 
she has a step-father. Several people 
were found who claimed Amsden had 
a revolver. Henry Sims said he 
saw a revolver lying inthe cupboard in Ams 
den’s house and that it looked just like the 
revolver shown him by McNamee, which was 
the one with which Murdoch is supposed to 
bave been killed, Sims also stated that he 
was told by Murdoch that Amsden bad a 
82-caliber Smith & Wesson revolver. A negro 
named Louis Keyes, who moved Amsden, said 
that on the night he moved him Mrs. Amsden 
asked her husband if he was 
pistol inthe trunk. He replied no, at the 
same time shoving the weapon into his 

ocket. Keyes also claims to have seen 
he revolvor ice before. Last October 
he saw it Ameden's house and 
another time before Amsden had married his 
present wife Keyes came upon the pair while 
they were caressing. He remarked that if he 
had a pistol he would kill them both 
while they were so happy. . Amsden 
reached back and got a revolver and re- 
marked, Now Ire sot you. Keyes 
wanted to trade him a watch for the weapon, 
but Amsden would not consent, before Mc- 
Namee arrived at Festus, Keyes, who had 
learned through the newspapers, that Amsden 
denied having a pistol, toid some people there 
that he had, and described the weapon. 0 
fore he was shown the revolver by McNamee.

DESCRIBED THE WEAPON 

Amsden owned to the Sergeant and said it had 
a brown handle. His description tallied with 
that of the pistol found, which, when he was 
shown it, he said looked exactly like the 
weapon he saw with Amsden. Judge Madison 
thinks he saw a revolver in Amsden’s house, 
but ig not positive in regard to the 
matter, Cunningham said Amsden frequent! 
told him that he had a Smith & Wesson 3 - 
caliber revolver, John and Phillip” Bins said 
Amsden told them that while West be had 
captured a revolver, a shot-gun and a knife 
from the Indians. Both of them and old man 
Cunningham also say that they were informed 
by a peddier who visited the place that Ams- 
den has a wife and two children in Northern 
Lilinols. 

Amsden now admits that he went under the 
name of Osborne while living near Pacific, 
Mo., but denies baving ever resided near Ben- 
ton Station. Another effort was made by the 

olice to-day to ‘‘pump’’ the wife of Amsden,

THE CASE AGAINST THE FOURTH SECTION. 

General-Traffic-Manager STuBB of the 
Southern Pacifico appeared yesterday be- 
fore the Interstate Commission with a plea 
for the suspension of the fourth section 
which amounts in fact toa startling ar- 
gument for its enforcement. 

In order to build up sugar refineries at 
San Francisco he wanted permission to 
haul Sandwich Island sugar, admitted 
free of duty, to the Missouri River at $10 
a ton, while charging $25.60 a ton for haul- 
ing thesame sugar half the distance, to 
Ogden. By charging intermediate points 
enough to cover the losson the longer 
haul, he could enable the untaxed sugar 
trade of the Pacific Coast to drive the 
taxed sugar trade of the East out of the 
Mississippi Valley market. 

The long-and-short-haul clause also in- 
terfered with the high local rates which 


his roads had fixed on produce from San 
| Francisco to Nevada points in order to 


| protect and build up agriculturein Ne- | 


| vada, which must perish without such 
protection. 

That clause also prevents his road from 
crippling and destroying the water com- 
petition which now carries barley from 
San Francisco via New York to Chicago 
at prices with which his line cannot com- 
pete unless permitted to recoup the loss 
on the long haul with excessive charges 
on intermediate business. Moreover the 
Canadian Pacific will continue to deliver 
sugar at Omaha at 65 cents a barrel by 


a route 3,300 miles long, unless 
his road is permitted to make a 
rate of 50 cents a barrel, to drive 


the Canadian Pacific andits steamer line 
between Port Moody and San Francisco 
out of the business. His line is 1,300 miles 
shorter and is bothered by no bulk-break- 
ing or transfers, but is unwilling to meet 
the Canadian rate unless permitted to re- 
coup on way business. 

Now here isa railroad asking from the 
United States Government permission and 
power to do what that Government itself 
is by the Constitution forbidden to do. 
It has no power to set up an interstate 
tariff for the protection of Nevada agri- 
culture from competition with California 
produce. It, therefore, cannot con- 
stitutionally fix or authorize inter- 
state transportation rates on a dis- 
criminating basis for the purpose 
of building up manufacturing in- 
terests at San Francisco at the expense of 
manufacturing interests in other parts of 
the Union, or for the purpose of diverting 
trade from one section to anotherin the 
interest of any railroad line. Much less 
can it authorize tariff rates fixed for the 
avowed purpose of wrecking and destroy- 
ing competition by taxing way stations to 
pay for through transportation in which 
they are not interested, and to enable 
competing points to get exceptionally 
low rates. 


TAXING FOREIGN STOCKS, 

Missouri is not the only State that per- 
mits taxes on the stocks of foreign cor- 
porations held as personal property within 
the State. Other States impose such a 
tax, and, for aught we know to the con- 
trary, all the States may, on the ground 
that allowing such personal property to 
be held free from taxation is offering a 
premium on investments in foreign stocks 
and affording capitalists a ready way of 
escaping taxation on their cash. 

In swearing to the list of his taxable 
property in Ohio the other day, Senator 
SHERMAN testified that he owned no stock 
in corporations outside of the State, 
which stocks are taxable under the laws 
of Ohio, and that he did not list his Fort 
Wayne railroad stock because the law 
| does not impose a tax on the stocks of 
| Ohio corporations in the hands of resi- 
dent owners. Where a State taxes a 
domestio corporation on its capital stock 

as well as on its gross or net earnings, its 

franchises and its real and personal prop- 

erty, it would be worse than double taxa- 
tion to tax the stock again in the hands 
‘of the domestic stockholder for the same 
purposes. : 

Whether it be wise or not to tax citizens 
for State or municipal purposes, or both, 
on the stocks they holdin foreign cor- 
porations, there is at least this to be said 
of it, that it is A awkward attempt to 
reach one of the forms of wealth which 
usually eludes local taxation and evades 

its just share of the burdens of govern- 
ment. Foreign stocks can be transferred 
or exchanged to escape taxation as well 
| as money. Theonly way to reach some 
| forms of wealth is through an income tax, 
which is indispensible to any sound and 


| properly equalized ‘system of taxation.

The advance in the price made by the whole- 
salers based on the advance in railroad rates 
of about 25 per cent is 7icents a ton, or about 
8% conta a hundred pounds.

; the saloon-keepers and others of 
their class pay 40 cents, which is 11% cents 
above the wholesale advance, and the drug- 
ists and others of their class pay 50 cents,

means that on a 25 per centadvance of the 
wholesale price the retailers have advanced 
their prices from 380 to over 100 per cent, actu- 
ally doubling in some instances. For families,

And yet the retailers cry out when this kind 
of over-charging is called extortion, that the 
wholesalers compel them to do it because they 
have put up the wholesale price.

How a Gang of Thieves Planned to Rob 
M. Lanoutee.

The telegram 
was sent from Sing Sing by a stranger. hen 
a tail, slender, neatly dressed young man 
stepped upto the window of the telegraph 
office at Sing Sing, at 7p. m., and banded in 
the message, George hell, the oper- 
ator, thought it queer that Dr. 
Holbrook ad not telephoned the 
message to the main office, as he usually does, 
or had not written the message himself. The 
stranger paid for the telegram and lett. When 
Lanoutee got off the train at 12:30 a.m. at Sing 
Sing he was followed by two strangers. He 
inquired at Powell’s Hotel for a carriage and 
was told that it was impossible to get a public 
conveyance at that hour, but Lanoutee ap- 
eared to be so miserable that Lewis Decker, 
he clerk of the hotel, finally said he would go 
to Mr. Powell’s stable and get his horse and 
buggy.

Arriving at Dr. Holbrook’s 
Lanoutee got out, and though there was no 
reason for Winter leaving his seat, he also 
stepped out. Lanoutee could not arouse any- 
body, and decided to return to the hotel and 
wait until daylight. Winter got back into the 
buggy aud the horse was turned toward 
the hotel. At Highland avenue Winter 
jumped from the buggy on a pretended excuse 
and disappeared. ecker and the New Yorker 
were glad to get rid of him.

Reinhold Passler, Struck by Lightning 
Develops Some Peculiar Traits. 


The case of Reinhold Passler, the man who 
was struck by lightning on Sunday last, is de · 
veloping some startling peculiarities.

GOT OFF CHEAP. 
COL. BOB INGERSOLL FAILS TO-CLEAR 
BLASPHEMER REYNOLDS. 


The Ex-Clergyman Fined 825 and Costs for 
Making Fun of the Bible—A Stolid Jury 
Unmoved by Eloquence—The Great In- 
fidel to Foot the Bill—No Appeal. N 


By Telegraph to the Post-Drsparcr. 
Morristown, N. J., May 21.—It costs $25 and 
the court fees to make fun of the Bible in Mor- 
ris County, New Jersey. This was cecided by 
Judge Child and a jury yesterday in the case 
of the State vs. Reynolds. This statement is 
further verified by an examination of the 
bank account of Col. R. G. Ingersoll. 
Besides defending the prisoner Col. 
Ingersoll footed the bill. The little court- 
room had shrunken again when court met 
yesterday morning. The enlarging effect of 
Ool. Ingersoll’s logic of the afternoon before 
had left the minds of the jury, having either 
been worn off by time or knocked off by more 
material mental influences during the night. 
The twelve good men and true were again 
dealing with the petty case of a local dis- 
turber, and had forgotten all about the bul- 
warks of free speech and torches along the 
pathway of human progress. Stolidly they sat 
in their seats while the Colonel told them that 
not even in Great Britain, ‘‘a country ruled by 
dukes and loras, the product of ancient rob- 
bery,’’ had there been such a prosecution as 
this for forty-three years, while in this coun- 
try the last case was in Massachusetts nearly 


as long ago. He spoke for an hour, and a few 
things he said were: 
COL. INGERSOLL’S PLEA. 

Men must reap the consequences of their 
acts in this world andthe next, if there is a 
next. The man who leaves this worid good 
and charitable and kind, will be good and 
charitable and kind in whatever star he 
dwells. Aman who violates his contidence, 
a juror who gives a verdict against 
his conscience, a judge who imposes an 
unjust sentence, these are blasphemers. 
Neither you nor any statute will ever make me 
believe that there is a God who hates an hon- 
est man. The liberty of man is holier than 
any book; the rights of man are more sacred 
than any creed. Everything that is true 
and noble and free is the Bible of 
the world. Without liberty there can be no 
virtue and no vice; without liberty there can 
be no blasphemy and no worship; without 
liberty there can be no religion, po joy, no 
progress in the world.’’ 

Lank and studious Prosecutor Cutler made 
no attempt at eloquence if his reply to Col. 
Ingersoll. Judge Child charged the jury that 
freedom of speech and human rights had 
nothing to do with the case. That all they had 
to do was to find whether the pamphlet com- 

lained of did scoff at the Christian religion. 

t made no difference that the law had 
never been enforced. It was on the 
books. A law could never become void by 
lack of use. It madeno aifference whether 
the jury thought the law constitutional or not. 
It was not for them to pass on that. All they 
should consider was the bare facts. Does 
the language alleged in the indictment scoff at 
the Christian religion and tend to annoy the 
great majority of the community, and did the 
prisoner circulate the pamphlet intending to 
sO annoy that part of the community?“ 

THE CHARGES. 

Col. Ingersoll presented written requests for 
the Judge to charge to the following effect: 

That the law is unconstitutional; that it does 
not cover the mere distribution of a pamphlet 
without any proof as to the authorship; that 
the jury are the judges of the law as well as 
the facts in sucha case, under the constitu- 
tional provision as to libel; that the indict- 
ment alleging a ‘‘biasphemous libel, that the 
words are not blasphemous under the statute. 

Judge Childs refused to charge on all the 

olnts but the last. The jury that had stolidly 
istened to Col. Ingersoll now stolidly went 
out. In an hour it stolidly came back and 
stood in arow, while the foreman announced 
that it bad agreed upon a verdict. After 
the Judge's charge no one was surprised at 
this. Col. Ingersoll at first moved for 
a new trial, but action being postponed, he 
subsequently thought better of it when he 
found thatthe court was anxious to drop the 
matter as expeditiously as they might. An un- 
derstanding was therefore reached by the 
Court by which the Court was to let up on the 
prisoner, and the Colonel was to let up on the 
court. The judge said he would be sut- 
isfied by the payment of $25 fine and costs, 
The prosecutor then said that as the fact that 
such a law did exist seemed to him to have 
been pretty well proved, he guessed he might 
as weil enter a nolle prosequi in the old 
indictment against Mr. Reynolds for the 
same offense. They then shook hands all 
around, and then the colonel told the clerk to 
make outa bill for the fine and costa and to 
send it to him and he would pay it. Theclerk 
took Col. Ingersoll's word for this, in spite of 
the Colonel’s notorious lack of religion, and 
the prisoner was released. 

“Why did you not take the case to a higher 
court?“ Col, Ingersoll was asked. 

‘*Oh’ it would be too much bother. We 
could not gain anything more than we have 
already. They virtually abandoned the whole 
thing as soon as they got a verdict with which

A SEVERE DROUTEH. 


Copious Rains Needed in Minnesota and 
Dakota—Poor Crops. 


Sr. PAUL, Minn., May 21.—Reports come in 
that rain is greatly needed in Minnesota and 
Dakota, for the ground is very dry, especially 
in the Red River Valley, but no serious damage 
to wheat has yet been reported. At Rochester 
the drouth is severe enough to make 
the situation a very grave one. 
Not only is grain at a stand- 
still, but the chinch-bugs are very numerous 
and are creating havoc in early-sown grain. 
Many fields are turning yellow and the grain 
is spindling. With timely rains, however, 
late-sown grain will stand the best chance. 
Spring-sown grain has come «3 poorly and 
the stand is light and sickly-looking. The 
heavy winds of last week uncovered very 
much of the late-sown seed, and many fields 
Will have to be replanted. Corn generally is 
not up and can make no growth until rain. 

Reports from many sections in the vicinity 
of Eau Claire indicate that winter wheat is al- 
most a total failure, though should copious 
rains fall soon a partial crop may be harv- 
ested. Many fields have been plowed under 
and planted with other crops. On bottom 
lands and heavier soils the conditions are some- 
what better, but even therethe continuance of 
the drouth will about ruin all cereals. It is 
predicted that with the most favorable condi- 
tions from now on the harvest in this section 
will be from 88 to 50 per cent below the 
average.

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‘THE ST. LOUIS SYSTEM 


A SUBJECT OF INQUIRY AT THE POST- 
MASTER-GENERAL’S OFFICE, 


Where the Complaints of the Overworked 
Letter-Carriers Will Receive a Hearing— 
The Hardships Imposed on the Carriers 
of the Main Office by the Experimental 
Midnight Collections—Little Time Left 
Them for Sleep. 


By Telegraph to the Posr-Drsr Aren. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., May 21.—The Postmas- 
ter-General was not in this afternoon when 
the Post-DISPATCH correspondent called to 
inquire whether the midnight collection of the 
mailin St. Louis was authorized or put on 
at the request of the Post-office officials here. 
Col. Bates, the Chief of the Free Delivery 
Bureau said: ‘‘Unless complaint is made 
from the people the question of the number of 
deliveries and collections in the _ cities 
is left to the respective Postmasters. This 
is necessary owing to the frequent changes in 
the arrival and departure of mailtrains. The 
collections are timed to make close connections 
with the departure of the trains.’’ 

Then the department did not authorize the 
St. Louis Postmaster to put on a midnight col- 
lection?’’ 

No; for the reasons I have stated. That is 
a matter left to the discretion of the Post- 
master. I presume this service was put on for 
the accommodation of the St. Louis merchants. 
In New York and all the large cities there is 
either a late collection at night or one very 
early in the morning, the time being regulated 
by the departure of the trains. It is the inten- 
tion of the department, however, 
that those carriers engaged in the 


very late or early collection shall 
be relieved of work during the day sufficient to 
equalize their labors. 

Col. Bates said that he would, in considera- 
tion of the Post-DISPATOH publications, send 
a letter to the Postmaster of St. Louis stating 
that complaints had been made regarding the 
hardship ofthe midnight collection on car- 
riers and asking if this collection was of suffi- 
cient importance to warrant its continuance. 

THE OVERWORKED CARRIERS. 

The prospect of relief given by the above 
telegram will be welcome to the overworked 
carriers of the St. Louis Post-office. When 
the midnight mail collections were first intro- 
duced the carriers cheerfully undertook the 
work, expecting that in the course ot a few 
days it would be systematized, and that they 
would be relieved from the heavy duty de- 
manded of them to put the lan 
in operation. They have now een 
doing this extraordinury duty for nearly a 
month, and are without any prospect of 
relief from the officials of the local office. The 
plan was introduced by Mr. Hyde as an ex- 
periment. Promise of the greatest ultimate 
success hardly, however, excuses the injus- 
tice done to the letter- carriers. Notwith- 
stunding the facts published in the Posr- Dis- 
PATCH, Mr. Hyde seems to labor under the im- 
pression that the carriers are content with 
the arrangement under, which many of them 
cannot possibly continue long in service, or in 
this world, for that matter. 

Curiously enouxh the Post-office officials con - 
clude that because complaint has not been 
formally made atthe office that satisfaction 
prevails among the carriers. On this subject 
the information of Postmaster Hyde and his 
assistant, Mr. — wee Ma greatly atfault. At 
the earliest complaint Postmaster Hyde point- 
edly suggested that he had 140 applicants for 
ye ory made vacant on the force 

tne discharge er resignation of any 
0 the curriers now in the service. 
This public announcement was not encourag- 
ing to the men, who wished to seek relief from 
the hardships imposed upon them. Under the 
system now in force the sixty-six of the car- 
riers reporting at the main office are com- 
pelled to get along with less than five hours 
sleep, while the arrangement is especially 
severe on some of this number, who often do 
not enjoy more than three hours sleep. The 
collections are begun at about 11 p. m., as the 
returns to the main office must be made by 
midnight. 

None of the carriers can consequently retire 
before midnight. Of this number a dozen are 
obliged to collect the mail of the ‘‘squads’’ 
and bring it to the main office. If he is fortun- 
ate enough to catch the first up- town owl car

according to the distance. At 7 o’clock in 
the morning that carrier must be atthe office 
to arrange his first delivery mail, or a ‘‘sub’’ 
will be put on in his stead to do the work, and 
to draw at least one-half his day’s — 2 

According to the claims of Superintendent 
Kiernan, who also says he has heard no com- 
plaint from the carriers, by the midnight col- 
lections from 10,000 to 15,000 letters are for- 
warded to Western points six hours in ad- 
vance ofthe old time by the Fast Mail train 
to meet which it was especially intended. 
While this excellent result will be appreciated 
by the public, it wil haraly excuse the imposi- 
tion of such hardships on the overworked 
letter-carriers, who are deterred from person- 
ally making a presentation of their grievances 
to their superiors by the well-grounded fear of 
incurring their displeasure, not a discharge 
from the service. 

one of the carrier’s said: ‘‘Mr. Hyde does 
not go among the carriers, and I guess only 
knows what others teil him. He has stated in 
the papers that there isno complaint among 
the carriers. If he will go among them him- 
self and learn the hours each one 

uts in on his collectione and de- 
iveries he won't have to ask if they 
are not contented with the system. The point 
is made that the men do not have to getup at 
4 or 4:30 o’clock to make the early morning 
collection if they make the midnight rounds. 
That’s not indulging them very much, as some 
ofthe men don’t get back to their homes 
much before4a.m. There isnota man em- 
ployed on the collections that don’t 
feel that the duty demanded of them is unjust 
and that Postmaster Hyde should know it was 
unjust without depending on the advice of 
anybody in or out of the office. Noset of 
men work the hours the letter-carriers now 
do, and no man, however hearty, can long 
continue to do that duty.’’ 


Closing Public Schools.

The closing will take place on 
Friday, June 17, instead of Thursday, 
as heretofore. Principals must call at 
the Sectary’s office for the teachers’ 
checks before 10 o’clock on that day. 
The schools willremain open the whole day 
and the usual closing exercises will be ob- 
served. Several ofthe schools will give pic- 
nics on the last day, having selected this in 
place of days prior to the closing date.

Judgement Against F. J. Bowman. 


The referee’s report in the suit of William 
Ellison and others against Frank J. Bowman 
was filed to-day in Judge Lubke’s court. This 
was a suit on a lumber account furnisbed the 


firm of B. F. Craig & Co. of which Bowman 
was a partner. He contended that 
although he was a member of the 
firm at the time of the _ delivery 
of the articles sued for, they were neverthe- 
less sold by the plaintiffs to B. F. Craig on his 
individual account and not on the credit of the 
firm. The referee finds that upon every vital 
or material point tending to establish Bow- 
man’s theory his testimony stands confronted 
and contradicted by the testimony of two,and 
in some instances three witnesses equally 
credible with and not more interested 
than the defendant, Bowman. The goods 
delivered were of the reasonable value of 
$670.20, the sum sued for. There ss no evi- 
dence of fraud or conspiracy and Bowman had 
not the legal right to insist that the individual 
affairs existing between the plaintiff and Craig 
should be so adjusted as to enure to Bowman’s 
benefit, and judementis recommended against 
him accordingly.

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ACTORS WHO SMOKE, 


W. J. Florence Gives an Account of Some of 
Them. ‘ 


Henry Irving, to whom I am going for a 
long promised visit, said Actor Billy Fior- 
ence toa Brooklyn Eagle reporter, ‘‘smokes 
cigars, and a good many. Edwin Booth 
smokes a pipe. In fact, he is an habitual 
pipe smoker. 25 often smokes before break - 
fast, while dréssing, and is fond of a mild 
Virginia mixture. His favorite pipe is a 
thick-bowled meerschaum, which he has 
carried for years. I used to see him pufting 


at that same pipe almost constantly during 
the war. 

Poor old John McCullough smoked lots of 
cl They were ulways mild ones, but, 
with his nervous temperament, as it proved in 
the end, they must have hurt him. Fre- 
* he would light a cigar before rising 

om bed, and finish it while dressing. 

Then there was Ned Sothern; he was a ter- 
rific smoker. I’ve known him to burn 100 
cigars a week many atime. He would smoke 
one-half down, toss itaway and begin ‘an- 
other, repeating the operation rapidly. He 
always had a cigar in his mouth and his 
pockets full. When he could think of nothing 
else he would thrust acigar at you. There 
was a time when Ned and I imported our 
cigars at $200 per thousand from a Cuban 
plantation that is now exhausted. 

‘*Salvini, the tragedian. is another great 
cigar smoker. He consumes a dozen or 
so long black cigars that look like Wheeling 
stogies, but cost ten times as much eve 
day. They are frightfully strong, and eae 
has a straw through it, the regular fashion- 
able cigar in Italy. There the smoker lights 
his cigaron an iron frame over alamp, the 
+cigar resting a third of the way down into the 
frame. That’s to draw out the nicotine, but I 
never could quite get fond of the idea. Salvini 
has it down to an art. 

‘*Boucicault is another accomplished 
smoker. He is an authority on cigars, as he is 
on all the good things of life. I have smoked 
a cigar of his that he had kept in an air- 
tight chest for over twelve years. 

‘Nat Goodwin smokes and so does John 
Mackay. Mackay runs to high-priced cigars, 
25 cents and 50 cents apiece, and he sets fire 
to a good many. Harry Edwards is an invet- 
erate smoker of strong cigars. Sheridan 
Shook is another great userof the rolled 
weed. Frank Mayo enjoys medium cigars, 
and Barrett, our Barrett, is fond ot a mild 
cigar. Crane smokes and so does Robson, I 
believe, though I have never seen him. The 
venerable Couldock takes a pipe. 

„Poor old John E. Owens used to like 
cigars. Barney McAuley smoked, too. Our 
lamented friend, Raymond, never touched 
tobacco in any form. Neither did poor Bart - 
ley Campbell, at least he didn’t smoke.“

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PREPARATIONS FOR THE CAVALRY TOUR- 
NAMENT AT THE FAIR GROUNDS. 


June 25, the Daté Fixed Upon for the Enter- 
tainment—The Troopers in Active Train- 
ing for the Event—Reunion of the Tred- 


way Rifles To-Night—The Armory Under 
Police Protection. 


The event of the near future in military 
circles is the tournament to be given by the 
Light Cavalry Company on June 2%. The Fair 
Grounds have been engaged for the occasion, 
and an interesting programme Outlined. It is 
more than a 3 now before the tournament 


occurs, but it is necessary to engage the 
grounds a long, time in advance, and it 
is also necessary for the perfection 
of the entertainment that those who are to 
take part should practice thoroughly, There 
are many good riders inthe Cavalry Company, 
but ‘there are not many who are accus- 
tomed to active sword exercise. Head-cut- 
ting, ‘‘ringing,’’ tent-pegging and fencing 
with single-sticks are not 0 easy, even to an 
accomplished horseman. The ordinary drill 
exercise ddes not teach these things. They 
need special practice. The horses, too, are 
unaccustomed to riding at posts and 
to hearing the wild song of 
the saber as it whirls about 
their heads and threatens the integrity of their 
tails. It might lend a sort of unique charm to 
a cavalry tournament to have the horses try to 
stand on their heads in the middleof the arena, 
but it would hardly be satisfactory to the 
horsemen. It might please the audience after 
a fashion to see the gay cavalryman drop his 
saber at the first post and fall on his horse’s 
neck. But these things would not bring joy to 


the heart of the trooper, and as he is vitally 
interested in the entertainment it behooves him 
to go into training. 

e members of the Cavalry Company are 
now drilling three times a week and making 
pa? ¢ satisfacto progress. At the regular 
drill Monday night the entire company turns 
out ana practices the marching and the saber 
exercise. Atthe extra drillson Wednesday 
and Friday nights those who have volunteered 

in the tournament put 
riding at imaginary 
slashing and cutting and ~pok- 
at dummy enemies. The tournament 
drill was begun on Wednesday night, First- 
Lieut. Abadie taking charge of the troop. 
Last night the tournament drill was resumed. 
The troop has obtained the use of a vacant lot 
near the Armory, and ig making arrangements 
to practice there. Early next week the heads 
and rings will be put in place, and a squad will 
drill at 5 o’clock every morning. With all 
the preparations that are being made, the 
tournament should be a glowing success. 

The programme of exercises has not been 
fully arranged yet, but it will include the cut- 
ting at heads right and left placed at about the 
level ot a horseman’s head, the cutting at 
heads the height of an ordinary man from the 
ground, taking off rings on the point of the 
saber at carte and tierce int, digging up 
pegs with the oint of a spear, and 
encing with single sticks. All of these 
maneuvers butthe last are performed at a 
galiop. The heads are of canvas, stuffed, and 
they rest on light sticks which are easil 
broken with the sabre. When riding at fu 
speed, however, the swordsman is likely to 
find himself carving space several feet beyond 
the object aimed at. The fencers will wear 
helmets of wicker with Uttle flags on their 
tops, and the object of each will be to remove 
the other’s flag with his stick. 

The money to be raised by this tournament 
will be used in the purchase ef new horses and 
the fitting up of stables forthem. A number 
of new members have recently made applica- 
tion for horses. There is no room for more 
horses in the present stable, but the company 
can fit up an auxiliary Stable in the quarters 
formerly occupied by the guns of the battery, 
provided the Citizens’ Committee has no other 
use forit. There ig some talk among the old 
members of one of the infantry companies of 
forming another artillery company, but it is 
not likely to amonnp ° 

THE POLICE TIX CHARGE. 

A detail of police was put in charge ofthe 
— — by the Police Board as soon as the 
order disbanding the First Regiment was re- 
ceived. The different companies were al- 
lowed to use their — for drill pur- 
poses, butnoone was allowed to take any- 
thing from the Armory. None of the com- 
panies showed 9 disposition to drill with 
the exception of the Zouaves, and they did 
more stamping and shouting than drilling. 

A TREDWAY REUNION. 

The Treadway Rifles will bold a reunion at 
the Armory to-night. All of the old members 
have been invited to attend to meet Mr. Tred- 
way, Mr. Walbridge and Mr. Comfort. A 
general jollification will beheld. It is not im- 
probable that this will résult in the organiza- 
tion of an independent company. Ifthe old 
material of the Tredways could be gathered 
together by competent hands a fine company 
could be organized. 

A NEW BATTALION, 

If the Tredways reorganize it is not unlikely 
that four or five other companies will be 
formed of the material that made up the best 
companies of the old regiment. Companies A 
and K, the Rainwater Rifles and one or two 
other companies have the question of reorgan- 
ization under consideration. The disband- 
ment served the purpose of getting two or 
three objectionable companies out of the 
Armory. If now the Governer should call the 
Legislature’s attention to the militia question 
and a bill should be meg at the present 
special sessiun a battalion would undoubt- 
edly be organized.

Petition of the Central Pacific for a Perma- 
nent Suspension. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., May 21.—At the instance 
of the attorney forthe Denver & Rio Grande 
Railroad Company, the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission enlarged the suspensory 
order inthe case of the Union Pacific and 
Southern Pacific Railroad, so as 
to include the Denver & Rio Grande 

mpany in its operations. E. 

. Stubbs, General Traffic Manager of the 
Southern Pacific Railroad Company, was the 
first witness yesterday, and was examined by 
Mr. Tweed, counsel for the railroad, in sup- 
port of the application to have the temporary 
order suspending the operation of section 4 of 
the law made permanent. 

Having refereuce to the traffic over 
the Central Pacific Railroad, Chair- 
man Cooley inquired how it happened that 


the witness had nothing to do with the Central 
Pacific. He replied that the Central Pacific 
was a leased line, operated as far 
as Ogden by the Southern Pacific. Witness 
said that, beginning in February, 1886, there 
had been avirulent war of rates between the 
Pacific roads to the date of 
passage of When the law 
was passed the Southern Pacific had read- 
justed its rates, diminishing them in many 
cases, but increasing them in no instance. 
The competition to be met by the Pacific 
railroads was of three kinds—salling vessels 
around Cape Horn, the Pacific Mail steam 
ships, via Panama, and the new factor, the 
Canadian Pacific, which connected with 
San Francisco by means of the Pacific Coast 
Steamship lines. To bring all of its traffic 
down to the level of competition rates would 
simply end inthe bankruptcy of the railroad 
company—that was evident. As an aver 
one-half cent Per mile would probably meet 
the expense of freight transportation between 
San Francisco and the Missouri river, it paid 
to carry sugar eastward at this rate, as it 
avoided the necessity of hauling empty 
cars from the west to the east. This rate was 
much lower than that made by the Canadian 
Pacific.

NRW YORK, May 21.—A Washington special 
to the Post says: A decision win probably 
soon be rendered at the Treasyry Depart- 
ment which will be of equal interest 
to shippers, consumers and railroad com- 
panies.

The permission to bond goods over 
this line, therefore is, in effect, per- 
mission to the Canadian Pacific to transport 
merchandise from the Pacific coast to an 

desired point in the United States, at suc 

rates as it may fix. This would give the 
Northern lake and frontier cities in the United 
States, all of New England and New York 
State, a through transcontinental line, 
whose rates could not be controlled by the in- 
terstate commerce act, and which, therefore, 
would not be obliged to submit to the ulre- 
ments of the long-and-short-haul pr ion. 
The advantages of such a route to ship- 
pers especially, as at the expiration 
of the term of suspension, the fourth section 
ofthe Interstate commerce Act isto be put 
into effect on the transcontinental roads, 
will be best understood by the 
shippers themselves.

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LAUNCH A WELL-EQUIPPED SHIP.

Bolentifle Facts Gathered by Bold Spirits in 
8 the Realms Above —Astonishing Optical 
Phenomena Met With by Aeronauts in 
Their Voyages Through the Clouds—Sen- 
sations of a Balloonist—Meteorological 
Facts and Fictions Which Will Be Put to 
the Test During the Proposed Voyage. 


While hundreds of hands are busy in the 
little Connecticut town constructing the mon- 
ster PosT-DISPATCH and WoORLD balloon, 
which will ascend from this city about the llth 
day of June, the passengers booked for the 
aerial voyage are not idle. They are busy 
with their preparations to enable them to 
fully avail themselves of the opportunities 
for observation offered during the 
aerial trip. Science has not benefited 
greatly by aerostatics. The results might be 
collected in a very little space. These will be 
verified or proved erroneous, as far as possi- 
ble, by the passengers of the Post-DISPATCH 
and WORLD balloon next month. The re- 
corded facts are, however, exceedingly in- 
teresting. 

Early in the century Lhoest and Robertson, 
members of the Academy of St. Peters- 
burg, made an ascent purely for scien- 
tific purposes. They ascended from Hamburg 
at9o’clock in the morning and remained in 
the air five and a alt hours, during which 
they made several scientific experiments the 
reported results of which willbe either veri- 
fied or disproved during the voyage of the 
PosT-DISPATCH and WORLD aeronauts and 
scientists. Robertson and Lhoest descenied 
near Hanover, having traveled seventy-five 
miles and attained a height of 28,526 feet 
during the trip. When they left the ground 
the thermometer was 68 deg., but it fell to 
19.6 deg. 

‘THE EXPERIMENTS 
were reported to the Academy in detail. The 
first had for its object frictional electricity. It 
was proved that at the altitude mentioned 
giass, sulphur and wax do not become electric 
by friction to any appreciable extent. The 
second experiment concerned voltaic electric- 
ity. A voltaic battery of sixty couples, silver- 
zinc only produced five-sixths of the 
action upon the electrometer which it was 


found to produce atthe surface of the earth. 
The third experiment showed that the oscilla- 
tion ofadipping needle increased with the 
height. Thefourth experiment was applied 
tosound. By exploding ten grains of chlorate 
of potash, merely asharp crack was heard; 
bound was found to be less powerful and less 
— 7 agated than at the surface of the 
ground. In the fifth experiment it was sought 
to ascertain the temperature at which 
water would boil at this height in 
the air, but by an unaccountable 
mistake, reminding one of Newton, who put 
his watch into the hot water and held the egg 
in his hand, Robertson plunged the thermom- 
eter into the fire instead of the water and 
broke it. However, it was quite possible, at 
this height, to hold one’s hand in boiling 
water without experiencing the slightest in- 
convenience. In the sixth experiment the 
odor ofa drop of sulphuric ether was noted. 
When it had evaporated for four seconds it 
produced a painful but useful sensation in the 
nostrils; in consequence of which smelling 
salts are recommended by the authors to over- 
come a feeling of faintness or sleepiness that 
“may come on in a balloon. 

Drowsiness in this instance quite overcame 
the experimenters. Robertson made great 
efforts to swallow a piece of bread, but in vain. 
Ot the two birds taken up in a cage, one was 
dead;the second had swooned away, and 
when it was roused and placed on the edge of 
the car it moved its wings without stirring 
from the place, and at lastfell heavily down 
through the air; zhis was the seventh experi- 
ment. The ey consisted in noting that 
the sky above them was ofa dark grey color, 
and that the sun’s heat was very slight except 
in the inside of the car, where it made itseif 
felt a little. 

A subsequent ascension made b Gay- 
Lussac proved thatthe composition of the air 
Was constant even at the great altitude of 
22,966 feet. He was the first person who 
brought down air collected 

AT THIS ENORMOUS HEIGHT 
and had it carefully - analyzed. The result of 
this analysis has since been accurately con- 
Armed by every subsequent experiment on 
this subject that has been made. 

When he started on this voyage the barometer 
stood 30.13 inches and the thermometer 82 deg. 
Fahr. At the highest point reached by the 
balloon the barometer was found to have sunk 
to 12.94 inches and the thermometer stood at 
14.9 deg. Fahr. At this moment he must have 
been at an elevation of at least 23,000 feet 
above the level of the sea, and in rising to 
this height he experienced the effects of a 
difference of 67 deg. Fahr. of temperature. 
MM. Barval and Bixio in a subse- 
quent ascension encountered a much 
change of thermometer than this. Ata height 
of 23, feet their thermometer sank to 38.2 
degs. Fahrenheit, whichis 5.40 degs. below 
the temperature noted by Gay-Lussac at about 
the same altitude. On this occasion a very in- 
teresting optical phenomenon was noticed. 
Before rising to the highest point the layers of 
cloud which surrounded the balloon became 
very much less dense, and the disc of the sun 
was seen through them, pale and faint; 
at the same time there appeared be- 
low the horizontal plane, level with 
the car of the balloon, and atan angular dis- 
tance from this plane equal to that which 
measured the apparent height of the sun, a 
second sun, appearing like the reflection of 
the first from a sheet of water. It appears 
probable that his second image was due to 
the reflection of the sun’s rays from the hori- 
zontal planes of crystals of ice floating in this 
vapory atmosphere. Should the eronauts of 
the Post-DIsPaTcH and WORLD encounter any 
such phenomena they will be trans- 
ferred to delicately prepared plates by 

THE PHOTOGRAPHER OF THE EXPEDITION 
for the benefit of less aspiring, but 2 
curious scientists who remain on terra firma. 
The discovery of these crystals explains how 
they may become the nucleus of large hail- 
stones; for they may condense around them 
the aqueous vapor contained in that portion of 
the atmosphere in which they exist. They are 
also supposed to cause halos, parhelia or 
mock-suns and mock-moons. 

AS OTHERS SEE US. 

Writing of the appearance of the earth 
viewed from a balloon, Sir James Glaisher 
says: ‘‘All perception of comparative alitudes 
of objects on 9 near the ground is lost— 
houses, trees, the undulation of the country, 
eto, all are reduced to one level, and even 
the lower detached clouds appear to rest on 
the earth; r in fact, seems to be on 
the same level and the whole has the appear- 
ance of a plane. Everpthing seen looking 
downwards from a bailoon, including the 
clouds, seems projected upon the one visible 
plane beneath. 

‘* Always, however great the height of the bal- 
loon, when I have seen the horizon ft has 
roughly appeared to be on the level of the car 
—though of course the dip of the horizon is a.

Sidelights thrown upon the character and 
pursuits of men of genius are always interest- 
ing to contemplate. The public is acquainted 
with Robert Louis Stevenson as a novelist. 
They have Known him long, and had begun to 
think that he could move only in one beaten 
track, could produce only one kind of brain 
fruit—the stories of imagination in which his 
readers all over the world took such delight. 
The present volume presents the popular 
author in many new aspects. ‘‘Familiar 
Studies of Men and Books’’ is not the work of

imagination. To say that imagination has no 


Place in these studies would be an error. They 
sparkle all through with brilliant fancies and 
studied hypotheses. But they are essentially 
the work of athinker and ascholar, one who 
has read with deep interest all that other men 
have had to say upon the subjects of the 
essays, and then given the digested and con- 
densed result of his studies to the world, en- 
riched by the delicate coloring of his own 
thoughtful mind. 

Itis pleasant to contemplate the popular 
author in the new light cast by these studies of 
other men. He had come to bear a little of the 
aspect of the catch-penny writer, the man who 
prostitutes his talents for money, and so he 
can write a book which willcatch the atten- 
tion of the public and bring in money he cares 
not how brief its reputation, how low its aim, 


do small the influence it may exert, or

whe that influence be generally good or 


dad. But the present work shows plainly that 


Mr. Stevenson has higher aims than are sug- 
gested by the style of his previous appear- 
ances at the footlights. He has aspirations 
towards leaving the world better than he 
found it. He has been possessed by a desire 
in his earlier life, when the foundation for the 
present ‘‘studies’’ was laid, to learn all he 
can from men and books that he might teach 
others. He has desired, too, that the 
world should do justice to certain men 
of the past whom it has misjudged, and 
and thought 
that he might force public opinion to come to 
a right decision on these heads. And yet with 
all these pleasant aspects in which the pres- 
ent volume presents its author, it is safe to 
assert that not by these or any other essays he 
may write will Mr. Stevenson be known to 
posterity. In spite of many brilliant features 
the book is heavy. It is the work of aman 
who was not born to be an essayist. There is 
too much thought, and too little sparkle in the 
long and dreary dissertations. As a general 
rule it has been laid down thataman should 
not say ali he thinks—stili less should he write 
all he thinks. The style is pompous, didactic, 
and is one great capital Ifrom beginning to 
end. Yet it is worth reading—essen- 
tially worth reading, and all good 
and thoughtful readers should pro- 
cure the work, not with a view to amuse- 
ment or pleasure, they will scarcely compass 
that, but because itis a work that ought to be 


@ead and one from which they will derive 


much information of a valuable kind. 

Without entering much into the body of the 
work, which requires individual study and can 
scarcely receive justice within the scope of a 
newspaper article, we will content ourselves 
with some remarks upon the preface, which 
takes a birdseye view of the matter contained 
m the body of the work, and in which the 
author undertakes to be his own critic. The 
studies, which embrace opinions on ‘‘Victor 
Hugo’s Romances,’’ some aspects of the life 
of Robert Burns, Walt Whitman, Thoreau 
and other dead and gone notabilities, 
including », Pepys and John Knox are a 
selection f articles contributed by the 
author in the past to the New Quarterly, 
Macmillan’s and the Cornhill Magazine. Re- 
specting them Mr. Stevenson remarks that he 
feels sure the studies teem with error.“ They 
were written while hot from prolonged study of 
works on the lives of the men they illustrate, 
and labor under the disadvantages inherent 
to this style of writing. 

The firat of the papers is a study of ‘‘Victor 
Hugo’s Romances, and is perhaps from some 
points of view the best paper in the collection. 
It is not too long,and is successful in throwing 
new lights upon an involved subject. ‘‘Some 
Aspects of Robert Burns’’ is less commend- 
able. Theessayisvery long, and in it the 
author endeavors to show that the ploughman- 
poet should be excused, if not justified, in his 
laxity of morals by his peculiarities of char- 
acter. He meanttodo right, and only suc- 
ceeded in doing wrong. In his preface the 
author remarks in connection with his essay: 


It was with the profoundest pity, but with 
a growing esteem that I studied the man’s 
perme efforts to do right and the more 1 
Uthe stranger it appeared to me that 

any thinking being should feel otherwise. The 


complete letters shed, indeed, alight on the 


depths to which Burns bad sunk in his char- 

er of Don Juan, but they enhance in the 
same proportion the hopeless nobility of his 
marrying Jeen. 

Mr. Stevenson’s defence of Burn’s life of 
open immorality is noble and touching as com- 
ing from man to man, but there “sa 
view of the case, which has often 
been forced upon the present writer’s 
attention during a somewhat wide 
experience of menand matters, and which 
the essayist has overlooked. It is this: Do 

or do evil. Select one course or the 
Stick to it, and men will have a cer-

respect for you in either contingency. 


But to try in a weak, helpless, uncertain sort 
of way to do good while all your inclinations 
tend to evil and in the end you slide into the 
evil after all, is a course of conduct which 
can only bring upon you the just contempt of 
your fellow creatures, together with that 
self-loathing which isthe worst form of re- 
morse, and from which bold and reckless sin- 
ners are absolutely exempt. Whois there on 
earth that does not respect Byron more than 
Burns? Both were profligate, but the former 
was bold in his immorality, and we feel a cer- 
tain respect for him. 

The paper on Walt Whitman will be found 
alittle above the average reader. It teems 
with speculative theories and carefully 
worked-out deductions. Anyone who tackles 
it manfully, however, and perseveres to the 
end will doubtless derive much information of 
a psychical character from its pages. The 
papers on Foshida Torajiro, a Japanese 
philosopher, and Francois Villon, student, 
poet and house-breaker (a curious combina- 
tion in one man’s life), are really interesting. 
They are bribt, always a cardinal virtue in an 


essay, and there is more history than moraliz- | 


ing in their pages. Villon was a 
medioval Zola with a poetic vein in 
his nature not to be found in his 

of the nineteenth century.

Blessed forever be the man who gives us an 
interesting novel. That beatitude is not in 
the Thorah, but it ought tobe. One can 
forgive a number of sins to the writer who 
makes his stories amusing. What if the gen- 
tleman who writes under the pseudonym of 
Sidney Luska, does not always come 
quite up to the mark in artistic con- 
ception; what if he does a little 
overdo the love business and make his enam- 
ored heroes do things that no sane man ever 
did before? His book is interesting to the very 
end—the bitterend, we may suy. And, after 
all, what is the chief aim and object of a novel 
if not to be amusing? Away with your sei- 
entifical, theoretical, psycological, theosoph- 
ical novels, and give us a story by Mr. Luska, 
or Mr. Haggard, or anyone else that will de- 
vote his attention to amusing us instead of at- 
tempting to teach us things we don’t want to 
know. Mr. Luska is a very young man anda 
very nervous man, but he is also a very tal- 
ented one, and while the first fault will vanish 
with time and the second with experience, his 
talents will increase and bear fruit until the 
now youthful writer ranks among the first 
novelests of the day. 

The story of the ‘‘Yoke of the Thoran’’ can 
be told in a few words. Among strict Jews it 
is, as is well known, considered an swful sin 
to marry a gentile or ‘‘goy,’’ as Mr. Luska 
instructs us to translate the word. Elias 
Bacharach committed this crime, or rather he 
did not commit it for reasons which form the 
basis of the story, but he engaged himself toa 
lovely young American girl (knowing well 
that he was acting against the strictest tenets 
of his religion) and went to the altar with 
her. Now Elias had an uncle, a rabbi, with 
whom he lived and of whom he stood in some 
awe, and this courageous young man feared 
to tell his uncle of his engagement until the 
night before the wedding was to come 
off. Indeed he would not have done so 
then but for the prayers of his betrothed, 
who exacted a promise from him that 
he would inform his uncle that night before he 
retired to rest. He found the old rabbi in his 
study, and when he sat down and told his 
story he expected an outbreak of furious 
wrath, but none came. Elias walted, but the 
old rabbi said nothing. An awful change 
came over his face, followed by a sudden 
calm; as of relief, but stil he did not speak. 
At last Elias, who had been working himself 
into a state of extreme nervous agitation, 
raged! at him for his silence, when the rabbi 
quietly told him to calm himself; that there 
was no need for anyone to get excited, because 
the marriage would never take place. When 
Elias, not unnaturally inquired rather sar- 
castically who was going to prevent it the 
rabbi rose slowly in his seat, and pointing 
one long, lean finger at his nephew said im- 
pressively: ‘‘Elias, by the Lord our God, the 
God of Israel.’’ 

Now, Elias was an extremely superstitious 
young man, evidently trembling on the brink 
of insanity, if not actually insane, and when 
the rabbi followed up this midnight communi- 

ation by sticking to him like a bur all day, 
waiting, as he said, until ‘‘the Lord God 
should manifest himself,’’ Elias grew more 
and more agitated. The old rabbi even in- 
sisted on accompanying him to the wedding, 
and the result was that when asked by the 
priest whether he would take the woman to be 
his wedded wife, Elias, who loved her in a 
frantic sort of style, as only a manlao would 
be likely to love, was unable to answer and 
fell at her feet in an epileptic fit. The rabbi 
insisted on carrying him away to his home and 
when he recovered his senses impressed 
him with the conviction that the fit was a 
judgment from the Lord God of Israel. 
Now, as a matter of fact, Elias had never be- 
fore had a seizure of this or any other nature, 
but his father had died of the disease, an inci- 
dent in his family history of which the young 
fellow was unaware. He was, therefore, the 
more easily impressed by the rabbi’s repre- 
sentations, and consented to break off the 
match, which he did, to the girl’s despair and 
her father’s very just indignation. After the 
attack he fell and continued in a condition of 
apathy evidently proceeding from some dis- 
ease of the brain with which doctors who have 
made a study of such subjects are probably 
well acquainted. While in this condition he 
was cozened into marrying a vulgar young 
Jewess, and this time the Lord God of 
Israel did not interfere, and the marriage 
was consummated. A few months afterwards 
(his peculiar condition of apathy still continu- 
ing) he was sudddenly awakened by an acci- 
dental meeting with his old sweetheart, where- 
upon he fell into a condition of raving mania, 
wrote hera long, rambling incoherent letter 
(which was never sent) and finally died in an- 
other epileptic fit on hearing that she was 
about to be married to someone else. 

It is impossible to admire the character of 
Elias Bacharach. Regarding him as a sane man 
he could only be described as a weak, cow- 
ardly, dishonorable fool, completely under 
the influence of the stern old rabbi, and su- 
perstitious in matters connected with his re- 
ligion to the last degree. But Mr. Luska evi- 
dently intended to describe one of the peculiar 
forms of insanity, with which,in his expe- 
rience, he has become acquainted. The plot 
of the story is admirably worked out, but 
there are no characters, so to speak, in the 
work at all. A little study of character would 
improve this writer’s novels immensely. In the 
meantime it may be suggested that a sane 
hero would be a pleasant variation in any fut- 
ure dishes of Mr. Luska’s bill of fare. 


Brief Notices. 


An interesting selection of verses from the 
poets, published by D. Lathrop & Co., serves 
a double purpose. It is pleasant to read, as 
well-selected poems always are, and it re- 
osives piquancy from an offer of 
$800 prizes. to he or she who 
shall discover the authors to the 
the greatest number of selections. Some of the 
verses are from well-known poets, but the 
majority are from various eminent or obscure 
writers between Chaucer and Tennyson (in- 
cluding American poets),and some are from 
fugitive magazine verses. The prizes will be 
given in March, 1888. 

Among the writers who only produce one 
good book must be reckoned, to all appear- 
ance, Edna Lyall. Her ‘‘Donovan’’ was a 
sublime work of fiction. In We Two“ there 
was a slight falling off; still, the tale wasa 
good one. Won by Waiting’’ was im- 
measureably inferior to either, the interest 
being barely sustained. In The Knight Er- 
rant,’’ recently published (D. Appleton & 
Oo., New York), there is an improvement, but 
the work is nu more to be compared with 
the authoress’ first two novels than

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be compared with the novels of Sir Walter 


Scott. ‘‘The Knight Errant’’ is a tale of self- 
sacrifice and it is undoubtedly in this connec- 
tion that Miss Lyellis at her best. The story 
is that ofa brother who sacrifices the happiness 
of his life to insure that of his sister. The 
hero is undoubtedly a well drawn character 
but oh! for another ‘‘Donovaa,’’ The cause 
of Miss Lyell’s deterioration is not hard to 
find. Her first two novels were written be- 
cause she had something to write about. She 
was deeply impressed with certain wrongs 
that needed to be righted, and she wrote in 
hot excitement. Her last Three novels were 
written to make money. They were got up’’ 
stories. They did not spring from her heart 
and therefore failed to touch the hearts of 
her readers. Miss Lyell is undoubtedly pos- 
sessed of talent almost amounting to genius, 
but she is written out. A long rest would 
work wonders but it must be a rest of years. 

Mrs. Wister’s translations from the German 
are always in great demand, and her concep- 
tion of Werner’s latest story is by no means 
the least interesting of her productions. There 
is not a character in the book that is not 
original, true to nature, and in whom we do 
not become interested as in a personal friend. 
The work is not wanting in satire, directed 
against the abnormal pride of birth displayed 
by the German aristocracy. Asa rule, trans- 
lations of fiction have a vapid flavor like 
warmed up dishes, but Mrs. Wister possesses 
the unusual power of endowing her reproduc- 
tions with the life and vigor of original con- 
ceptions. The best drawn character in the 
book is undoubtedly the stern old General 
Count von Steinruck; the most amusing the 
rascally, but good-hearted Hans. Anyone who 
is in search of a good novel may take home 
St. Michael’’ (J. B. Lippincott & Co., Phila- 
delphia, Pa.) without fear. 

‘*Juanita,’’ by Mary Mann, a romance of 
real life in Oubafifty years ago (D. Lothrop 
Co.) may be described as a sort of Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin’’ and water flavored with Cuban 
scenery. Most of the events recorded are 
drawn from real experience, and all are 
founded on fact. The tale is rather atrongly 
written, and draws a picture of slave life that 
all who are inclined to advocate the re-es- 
lishment of slavery, if any such there be, 
should read, mark, learn and inwardly digest. 
One point that is strongly insisted upon, and 
which is verified by the facts related, is that 
the irreparable injury inflicted by slavery re- 
colls upon the slaveholder rather than upon 
the oppressed. From aliterary point of view 
the book has decided biemishes. There is too 
obvious a desireto pile up horrors, with the 
result that the reader’s mind is satiated. The 
style is pompous rather than flowing, and 
there are other defects. Still the work is 
worth a perusal by those who desire a glimpse 
of life in Cuba half a century ago, and it will 
probably attain tosome popularity as a stan- 
dard work on the subject covered, of which it 
is the only exponent.

Itis 
full of horrors, and a good mystery is kept up 
to the bitter end. 

Messrs. Macmillan announce another novel 
by the author of ‘‘Flitters, Tatters and the 
Counsellor.’’ The title is Tsmay's Chil- 
dren’’ and it deals with country life in Ire- 
land.

Base Ball Records Ground Out 
During the Past Week. 


St. Louis and Detroit Still Leading Their Re- 
spective Associations—How the Browns 
Shut Out the Chicagos Twelve Years Ago 
More About the Mullane Matter—The 
Champions’ Averages — St. Louis’ Big 
Spring Meeting — The Suburban—Gossip

President Von der Ahe of the Brown Stock- 
ing Club was talking the other day in an earn - 
est manner of the much discussed scheme of 
forming a grand twelve-club League out of the 
cream of the two older base ball associations, 
and in the course of the conversation he let 
fall the remark that the consummation of the 
plan is not quite far off as most people 
Imagine. There * strong tendency,’’ said 
he, ‘‘for the National League and the Ameri- 
can Association to come together, and they 
have been doing it, nearer and nearer every 
year. The country is now thoroughly ripe for 
just something of that kind, and all the presi- 
dents that I know of are heartily in favor of it. 
The trouble thus far is that neither one nor the 


' other likes to make overtures in the matter, 


but the ice once broken it is easy 
to see where the end would de. 
The League will be in a bad fix for clubs next 
year, and it’s dollars to cents that the Indian- 
apolis Club will not last another month. 
You’ve got to have money to run a 
base dall club, and that is exactly what 
the Indianapolis people haven’t. Besides, 
I'm not so certain that the Mets will be in the 
field. They have been a losing investment from 
the beginning, and nobody is to blame except 
Wiman himself. If he couldn't make a success 
of the base ball business it’s his fault. At the 
same time, my idea is to buy off the clubs we 
don’twant. We can't drop them without giving 
them some compensation, but we will dictate 
just what it shall be. We do not propose that 
they shall make money outof the venture or 
bleed us more than we can help, and in pro- 
tecting them we can protect ourselves, too. 
If the League should declare war against the 
Association to-morrow I would be with the 
Association every time, but nothing can be 
gained by a war, and this both of us thoroughly 
understand. Therefore, Isee no reason why we 
shouldn’t come together, and I’ve always 
said that one big league would be only a mat- 
ter oftime, andIsay so still. Our interests 
are too solidly hammered together to be apart, 
and the national agreement was the first step 
towards the final completion of the plan that is 
now rapidly closing up.’’ These words, com- 
ing as they do from one of the foremost men in 
the base-ball business, should certainly have 
some weight; the more so as there is much be- 
hind them which Mr. Von der Ahe does not 
care to disclose. Moreover, in speaking as he 
did, the Brown’s President merely voices the 
sentiments of more than a dozen prominent 
base-ball managers the country over, all of 
whom are as anxious for a change of base as 
he is. 


*

In looking over the situation it is to be seen 
that everything is to be gained and nothing 
lost. We will suppose that the Browns were 
one of a dozen clubs all under one banner 
and playing for one championship. The 
games between them and the visiting clubs of 
the American Association would certainly 
draw as well in this city as they have done 
heretofore, while the attendance would 
naturally be increased when the contest hap- 
pens to be between the Browns and some 
strong League club. On the other hand when 
the Browns were away from home in League 
cities the anxiety of the people thereto see 
their favorite against the most famous club in 
the world would guarantee big au- 
diences. This is a rule, which working 
both ways, would, on the percentage 


system, simply choke the pockets of the man- 
agers with money and the novelty of the thing 
would last for at least three years. Would the 
Browns, as an individual club be benefited by 
the proceeding? pases. For have they not 
shown their ability to whip the strongest club 
inthe National League atatime when that 
club had proven itself superior to anything in 
its own association? The Detroits would be an 
unknown quantity next year when thrown in 
with the stronger clubs in both parent bodies, 
but this would only tend to make the struggle 
more interesting. Thus it will be seen that on 
every side the argumentsin favor of consoli- 
dation are unanswerable; from a standpoint of 
sport, of money and of convenience and unless 
the indications are all the wrong way at 
present it will be an assured fact in 1888.

What Caylor Thinks About It. 


By the way, my old Union Association 
friend, Justus Thorner, must have been in 
New York again, writes O. P. Caylor.

The Mullane Matter. 


Describing the row between Tony Mullane 
and President Stern of Cincinnati the Times- 
Star says: At 10 o’clock Thursday Mullane 
walked into the office of President Stern, and 


demanded $1,600 that was due him. 

ou know that it is invested for a year. 
Come back then and get it,’’ was the reply 
ofthe person addressed as he turned and 
walked to his desk. Mullane said nothing, 
but walked out and up Vine street in a rush. 

Afterward Mr. Stern considered the matter 
and sent word to Mullane that he could have 
it. The money came into Mr. Stern’s posses- 
sion in the fullowing manner: When Mullane 
failed (?) on Vine street in the saloon businsss 
he came to Stern with the cash, saying that he 
wanted him to invest it in his (Stern’s) name, 
so as to prevent his creditors from attaching 
it. Mr. Stern did so, loaning it at 6 per cent 
fora year through the Third National Bank. 
A few months ago Mullane tried surreptitiously 
to have a check for the sum cashed, but the 
bank officials declined to have anything to do 
2 matter, as the check was dated a year 
ahead. 

J have sent him word that when he pays 
his fine of $100 and returns a uniform which 
he took from the club-house, he can have 
his money, and I don’t want to have any 
thing to ao with him hereafter.’’ 

In conversation with Mr. Stern, before 
Mullane’s arrival, he said that his offer of

would not pay. He had telegraphed to Presi- 
dent Phelps of Louisville, asking him to 
name his price for Hecker. He also dis- 
patched to Cleveland a notice that he would 
refuse to let Kappel, the third baseman, go to 
that city. He will be retained as an extra 
fielder, George Tebeau going in training as a 
xitcher. ‘‘This ceurse will be the cause of a 

owl,“ said he, but I must protect my 
self. 

His plan with Mullane will be a most 
rigid one. He will not be blacklisted. That 
would give him an opportunity to be rein- 
stated ‘by the Board of Association Direc- 
tors. On the contrary, he will be suspended, 
and when the time arrives for the sending in 
of the reserves, Mullane’s name will adorn it. 
His salary will be reduced to the minimum, 
and if he declines to play he will be again sus- 
pended. 

It is more than probable, however, that 
Tony will shake the dust of this city from his 
feet in a few days, the haven of his rest — 
California. Mr. Stern this morning receive 
the congratulutions of dozens of people for 
his prompt action in the matter. If Tony's 
creditors get scent of his action before he can 
get out of town the money will be distrained 
until the legally contracted debts he owes are 
paid.

How the Browns shut Out“ the Chicagos 
Twelve Years Ago. 


There is a base-ball crank in St. Louis who 
for the past fifteen years has been keeping a 
ecrap-book of base ball, and he has many 
things of interest therein to old base-ball men 
and to those who remember the time when 
George Washington Bradley was the crack 
pitcher for the Brown Stocking team. Among 
other interesting scraps in the book is an 
account of the celebrated 10 to 0 game 


layed@here on May 6, 1875, between the St. 
uis Club and the Chicagos. The Chicago 
team was made up of the following 
players given in the batting order and not one 
of whom has heen identified with the White 
Stockings of late years: Higham,c.; Hastings, 
r. f.: Warren, 3b.; Devlin, o.; Hines, I. f.; 
Keerl, 8b.; Peters, s. s.; Glenn 1b. ; 
Zettlein, p. The St. Louis Club in the batting 
order was as follows: Cuthbert, 1. f.; Pearce, 
s.s.; Pike, c. f.; Chapman, r. f.; Hague, 3b.; 
Bradley, p.; Battin, 2b.; Dehlman, Ib., and 
Miller, c. 

Speaking of the game, one of the critics who 
saw it says, or said rather, forit was overa 
dozen years ago: ‘‘We cannot compliment 
the St. Louis nine too highly for the 
nerve and the coolness they exhibited 
under the brisk fire they experienced. 
The occasion was one calculated to shake the 
confidence of those of more experience, yet 
they carried themselves through with wonder- 
ful execution. More particularly do we allude 
to Messrs. Hague, radley and Miller; the 
others had more or less professional experi- 
ence andright nobly did they uphold their 
reputations. The Chicagos utterly failed to 
bat Bradley; whatthe peculiarity of his ball 
was could not be discovered and they accomp- 
lished during the game only four clean cuts; 
this by the 12 Which was going to 
swamp the St. Louisans with so little effort. 
On the other hand Zettlein was batted in 
a way he will not speedily forget. 
Noticeable among the batting of the St. Louis- 
ans we find that of Chapman who made two 
drives for three bases each just when they 
were wanted. Battin also put ina three-bag- 
ger besidestwo other clean strokes, A two- 
baser by Pearce may be mentioned as exceed- 
ingly pretty, two men scoring on the same. 
Pike failed to make any of his long strikes, but 
they were not needed, and will stand keeping. 
Cuthbert’s base running was a feature. On 
Pearce’s two base-hit he ran from first base to 
home striding some six feet to reach that 
much-desired point which he did successfully. 
In the Chicago field Peters and Keerl were the 
only ones who did any amount of good play- 
ing. Higham caught fairly, putting out seven 
men behind the bat. An error by Zettlein in 
the first inning gave St. Louis two of her runs; 
a badly-judged throw by the same player 
helped them to another in the second; a miss 
of a high-thrown ball by Glenn, the fourth, 
gave one unearned run; a ball which Peters let 
through him cost another, all the balance 
being earned.’’ 

The Nb of the game was described in 
this way: ‘‘A very dead ball was selected, 
the same being presented by the Chicagos. 
The Browns immediately placed themselves 
into position, Bradley posed himself and faced 
Higham, who wasthe first representative of 
Chicago.

THE SPRING MEETING. 


The Attractions Offered by the St. Louis 
Association—Baldwin and Morrissey. 


Two weeks from to-day the spring meeting 
of the St. Louis Jockey Club will open and 
judging from the number and class of horses 
entered it will be one of the largest and best 
meetings that has ever been held in the 
West. The stakes and purses aggregate over 
$50,000, and as an inducement is certain to 
draw the highest class of thoroughbreds to 
be found in this country. 


The first day will open with a pense for $500 
for 2-year-olds. The next race will be a sell- 
ing race, purse $500, the winner to be sold at 
auction immediately after the race. After 
this race the candidates in the Derby will be 
called to the post. In this stake there are 100 
entries, with thirty-nine declarations, which 
leave standing sixty-one entries, of which 
there will probably be ten starters, among 
which it is expected will be representatives 
from the * a gee Cottrill, Haggin, Carroll, 
Harper, Baldwin and other well-known stables. 
The estimated value of this stake is $7,330; the 
distance to be run is one and one-half miles and 
het field to compete will be of the best. Follow- 
ing the Derby will be a purse-race for $500, and 
the distance one mile, after which the first 
day’s racing wiil conclude with the Missouri 
Steeplechase, in which there are eighteen en- 
tries with only one declaration. The estimated 
value of the stake is $2,270. The horses en- 
tered are first-class jumpers, and this race 
promises to be a closely contested and exciting 
one. There are five races each day and the 
programme is so arranged that on each day of 
the meeting at least one stake-race will be run. 
PREFER ST. LOUIS. 

President Green is determined to make the 
meeting attractive in more ways than one,and 
while probably there will be no event of the 
importance of the great eclipse race of last 
season, the probability of some such event 18 
more than strong. To a reporter for the Post - 
DISPATCH Mr. Green said to-day that both 
Messrs. Baldwin and Morrissey favored the St. 
Louis track above all others for a match 
race, and in the event of a 
match being made between these two it would 
be doubtless run in this city. Baldwin told 
me, said he, the only objection he had to 
running a match in St. Louis the coming 
meeting was the fact that the date is so earlyin 
the season. The later any event of that kind 
is run, the better. Mr. Baldwin’s horses are 
growing in favor as the season advances, and 
the Chicago meeting would suit him better. 
At the same time I’m deter- 
mined to have some affair of 
this kind for St. Louis next month and a match 
between Montana Regent and Lucky B. or 
Egmont or Miss Ford would be adrawing 
card. Ido not think they want to run against 
Volante. As tothe amount ofadded money 
we would offer, that, you understand, de- 
pends on circumstances and upon the will of 
the directors.’’ 


Jim Gore’s Tendens. 


Jim Gore, after pulling up apparently hope- 
lesly broken downat the finishof the Ken 
tucky Derby, won the Clark Stakes. When he 
returned tothe stand after the Derby there 


were a few persons who declared they had seer 
him pull up after some of his work just as lame 
as he was then, but all the experienced horse- 
men were willing to wager all they had that 
the colt would never run another 
race. Col. Jim Crawford, who was 
greatly interested in Gore, and who had 
the run of the stable almost as much as Mr. 
McCampbell said to a Chicago Tribune report- 
er: ®Jim Gore is not broken down. His 
tendons areall right, and if they had done 
what I wanted them to he would have won the 
Derby. The cause of the swelling in his leg 
was that he was hitting himself,and because his 
leg filled and he pulled up lame they thought 
his tendons were affected. I wanted them to 
run him with boots on, but instead they put 
flannel bandages on his legs. He struck him- 
self twice in the race, once after he had run 
a mile and again on the homestretch, and 
the result was that he burt himself so 
badly that he was obliged to favor the 
leg he struck, and in that way lost 
the race. He did it shifting his stride. 
Everybody saw him shift in the stretch. Ten 
Broeck would shift three.or four times in run- 
ning a mile, but he wouldn’t hit himself. 
Gore will be all right if they will run him with 
boots on; they have gotto put something on 
his legs that will protect them when he makes 
those shifts or they can’t win races with him. 
Before I left Louisville I offered to match him 
against Montrose for $5,000 aside. That's how 
well Ithink of him with boots on. Without 
boots I wouldn't beta dollar on him, and he 
might win at that.’’

JOHN MUST ACCEPT. — 


Kilrain’s Money and How He Expects to 
Win From the Champion. 

A New York sporting paper has the follow- 
ing editorial: The bold defiance of Jake 
Kilrain, made through Richard K. Fox, has 
now been under John L. Sullivan’s nose for 
two weeks. Itisgouched in the plainest of 


acting under his manager’s advice, can con- 
tinue to treat it with indifference. Of course 


his neglect to realize the fact thatacrisis has 
occurred in his history will not settie the 
matter. After Kilrain’s money has 
posted for a definite period and Kilrain’s 
challenge has gone unnoticea for the 
same length of time, Kilrain, according to 
the law, right and common sense (whioh are 
all harmonious in this instance), will assume 
the title of champion of America, and the 
present holder of that honor will pass down 
on the records to the second place as an ex- 
eyes of the laurels of the champion: 
ship.’ 

Said a sporting oracle to-day: ‘‘I have no 
doubt that Kilrain believes that Suillvan has 
begun to decline and that he can never get 
into condition for along fight. For this rea- 
son he wants to meet him according to the 
old rules of the London prize ring, which 
would favor him greatly, as they would per- 
mit him to close with Sullivan at will, go down 
whenever he received a blow, and n many 
other ways be better for him than the regula- 
tions of the Marquis of Queensberry. If he is 
wise he will not meet the big fellow on any 
other terms. Even then he is likely to get the 
worst of it, for if Johnever catches him fair 
with his right it will be all ‘all day’ with 
Jake’s chances to a dead _ certainty. 
He knows this, but believes that 
he can keep spt until John 
tires, and then have him at his mercy. If Sul- 
livan meets him be will probably demand that 
the contest be in accordance with the Queens- 
berry rules and in public fora stated number 
ofrounds. He and Sheedy have repeatedly 
announced that he never intended fightin 
again in M to the law, and goo 
sense and policy, if nothing else, will prob- 
ably make them stick to this determination. 
In a Queensberry battle Kilrain would have to 
stand up and fight, and Sullivan would 
be enabled to wear gloves; in short 
Sully would be fighting his own style, while 
Kilrain would be at a disadvantage. Sulli- 
van’s Career has been so brilliant and so suc- 
cessful, and he has so long met all kinds of 
men under all kinds of circumstances that no 
imputations of his motives will be accepted as 
true by the public. Still, if he thought for a 
moment that his courage was doubted, I am 
satisfied that he would agree to fight Jake in 
a barrel it necessary to show that he has no 
fear of him. Stili, ifI were behind Kilrain, I 
would insist on a ring fight or none. e 
might have a chance that way. I don’t think 
he will have any in a four or six round Queens- 
berry contest.’
